Private Monopolj^.V 

Private monopoly Is a curse t<* tho 
nation. It has forced the cost of liv¬ 
ing to a |H>tnl where It has bocotne 
unbearable. Thus we noe the cuul 
trust making untold millions out of 
the suffeiing of the poor: the oil trust 
piling up the greatest fortune the 
world has ever seen upon the ruin of 
Innumerable small dealers, and In 
defiance of all law and courts of jus¬ 
tice: the meat trust sending thousands 
of unsuspecting human beings to dn 
early grave by selling diseased meat, 
simply to make dlv*ldends and heap up 
mllMona Similar statements could 
be pro'.'en against all the other trusts. 

The trusts have proven that now¬ 
adays a small group of capttallsu< 
have U In their power to decide how 
much meat and how much bread we 
shaJI eat: how much we shall spend 
for coal and how much for oil: how 
nicely or how poorly we shall be 
clothed and housed: what kind of 
furniture we are permitted to use: and 
in what kind of a coffin m* are to be 
buried. They can do this by fixing 
the price of everthlng. In short, the 
trusts decide how well or how 111, 


hoa long or how short a time we 
-shall live, Th'* ]>ropositlon of the old

ties and lllegttknate relations with 
cori>orate intercms,. Hanford Is ac¬ 
cused . hy I»erry of being a llbertlns 
and a drunkard. Perry says: 

"Conieltus H. Iluufurd has on many 
and divers nights remained out In va¬ 
rious saloons and bar mo'nta In BSat- 
ite Indulging In drunkenness and Im- 
I moral dissliuition. to such Utn hours 
I after midnight that he rendered him¬ 
self unfit morally, mentally and pby-:

ulcal. Impatient. Intolerant, unfair 
I and unjust t«>wards many clients and 
altfirneys who have business befurs 
him. 

Calls Him Dissolute.

Perry goes Into detail as to Judge 
Hanford's Indulgences and recites re¬ 
lation «*lth a woman whb for Isgal 
purposes Is named as Jans Doe. These 
details, uf course, are unprlatabls un¬ 
der the federal postal law*a 

In one of the specifications mads 
out against Hanford, Perry shows 
that this Judge treated workingman 
unjustly and contemptuously. Ks* 
cites the case of Ell Melovieh, a 
workingman who brought suit sgatnM 
the Rtoue-Webster Knflneerlng com¬ 
pany, on account of the loss of an 
arm while working about the rnaebin- 
Cl*)* of this company.

Melovieh had won a Judgment for 
$IS.S83. but a firm of attorneys wortt- 
Ing lu harmony with Hanford moved 
to set aside the Judgment and «turing, 
the argument Judge Hanford said: 

"I would nut hesitate to grant ths 
non«#uit In this case were ll not for 
the number of times this court has 
been reversed by ths court of a|»- 
peaia**

ford said:

It 
would be so big a job that no other 
similar job woiiM he undertaken un¬ 
til the comptstlon of the railroad job 
was well under way, and the railroad 
Job mlghi require a year or two- I 
mention thU fart to show that It 
would not be the porpose of .a So¬ 
cialist administration to rtp thiecoiin-! 
try up from Maine to Houthern Cnll- 
turnltt within twenty-four hours from 
the fourth of March. In fact, there 
j would be no ripping or jnrring. Rs I 
I shall soon show. KverytUlng would 
proceed In an orderly, lawful man¬ 
ner. 

I say there would be no ripping or 
jarring, becauRb there would be no 
i-e«BatloQ uf Industry. Let us sup¬ 
pose, for iDStancf, that the ownership 
and control of the railroads had been 
transferred fr »m the present owners 
(0 thv government. What would hap¬ 
pen? Absolutely nothing In the na¬ 
ture of n jar. Whot hoppens now 
when one group of cnpltallsts sell a 
rs.!lroad to another group of capltal- 
jlms? The trainmen. If they did not 
I rvad the newspapers, would not know 
! the road had changed hands. 

I The transition from private to pub- 
; llv ownership would be accumpitshed 
precisely as smoothly. The only 
change would be In the orders that a 
.Socialist administration would give to 
rh« chief executive officer of the rail¬ 
roads. That order. In substance, 
would be: "Don’t tr)’ to make any 
profits out of the railroads. Run 
them rl coat. Give .the men more 
wages and shorter hours and give the 
public the best possible service at the 
lowest possible rate and with the least 
possible risk to human life." 

If you can manufacture a riot out 
jdf such Ingredients go to It. 

"Oh." the capitalist gentlemen say. 

I "but you Socialists arc not business 
jmen, and business men.sre required 
Ito manage Industries. ‘ A Soctallst 
I government would therefore fail." 

Mayor Oaynor expressed much the 
; same thought In a statement about 
SociaUsm that he prepared for the 
New York TImea Mr. Gaynor's at¬ 
titude tow'ard Hoclallsm Is tolerant— 
almost sympathetic—yet he asked: 

"Who would run ydur Socialistic 
government? Where would you get 
honest and competent men? Would 
the human understanding u^'d capac¬ 
ity be larger then than It Is tow?" 

Wherever Soclallsiti Is llscusaed 
such questions are asked. They are 
evidently regarded as Insuperable ob- 
Stacies to SoclaJlsm. As a matter of 
fact, they serve only to show how 
Utile tlu> questioners know of Social¬ 
ism. 

Socialists will depend upon the reg¬ 
ular run of the human race for mate¬ 
ria! with which to work out, their 
Ideas. But they will approach the 
subjects of government ond Industry* 
from a different point < f view. 

The capitalist’s conception of hon¬ 
est and efficient business management 
Is that sort of business management 
th.at win yield him the most profits 
upon the least capUaU 'Fhe Social-

CR Insistent and os common as 
the cry of "Let ug stand pat" was In¬ 
sistent and common among the Han¬ 
na fiepuhileans of .1S»< and IkOO.

Con¬ 
gressman Berger’s bill made it more 
definite. The Socialist cry was' "Ijci 
the nation own the trusts." Congress¬ 
man Berger’s bill fold whni trusts 
were, within the meaning of Social¬ 
ist demands, and how to get them. 
Merger’s bill dec!or«'d that a trust 
should be construed 'to mean an In- 
tlusiry or combinulion of Industries 
that controlled 4 >« r cent or more 
of the national output of its prtid- 
net. And Merger's bill also laid down 
the principle thill the easiest way to 
acquire the trusts Is to buy them. 
Moreover, his bill al:*o sought to pro¬ 
vide the govemmenta* *nilchlnery and 
the money with which to do It. 

JkfClallsts Ravr a Program. 

We are now* considering the charge 
that the Hoclallsts have no definite 
progre-m. That is what .Mr. Untvr- 
meyer said. That Is what n thousand 
others any. Is It not plain that they 
j.tre till wrong? Who cm doubt that 
j If the Berger bill were enacti^ Into 
I law. the trusts enuUi and would be 
taken over? 'I'he Jlerger bill Is plain¬ 
er than any tariff bli: thf t wtui ever 
! written Any man common sense 
>an understand It. .\'o man can un- 
Idcrsiand a tariff law. Vet tariff laws 
are administered, "ney urc definite 
; trough lo H'xompileo whsi the pro¬ 
tected manufactnr*'rh really want nc- 
Iromptlshvd. 

‘The simple fact Is that the Socisl- 
tsis want to take the trusts first, he¬ 
ir uuse they are the mi*Hl Important 
and the beat adapted to immediate 
! ownership by tho people. For the 
I time being, small, competitive miuiu- 
I fucturjm. would be compelled to rom- 
I pete with •the government. 

' if the national ownership of trusts 
were a sjceeisi. the day **f the com¬ 
petitive manufacturer would be short, 
lie could not rfforO to rlo l•usloess 
with a competitor who sought no 
profits. 

This does not mean, however, that 
niftiti that farms would be owned by 
government. It does not neceesaiily 
mean that farms would beoowned by 
the government. -The Socialists are 
not fanatlee over, the mere principle 
of government ownership. 'They ap¬ 
peal to the piir*'lple only to accom¬ 
plish an end. Tl>9 end is the destruc¬ 
tion of the power.of some to rob oth- 
erSv If there is'no robberj*. there is 
no occasion for the application of the 
principle. The ownership of a pea¬ 
nut stand gives the owner no power 
to rob anybody. A man who tills his 
own farm is robblag nobody. But If 
tenant farming •hould ever bscome a 
serious ev*lt In this countr>'—and It is 
Increasing all the while—the Social- 
isla. if they were In power, would 
take €>ver the ownership of all tooant 
farm landa They would take over 
the tenant farms for the same rear 
non that they now want to take overi 
the trusts—because the landlords 
were using the power of ownership to 
rpproprlate part of the products of 
the lenanta 

Them Is another set of critics who 
nny that If Socialists shotlld ever take 
over the Industries, they could not 
run them, 'l^ey say that the change 
from prlvata. to public ownership 
would bring edtaoa that the govern- 
Uicnt. as a manager of Industry, 
Would break down, that red revolu¬ 
tion would sweep tho world and that 
civllicatlon would probably go down 
with a crash. 

Th^t .Antiquated C-anntUuUon. 

Let us get down to braas tacka If 
the Hoclallsts woret to gain control of 
this government tomorrow, probably 
the first thing they would do loward 
carr>ing out their program would be 
to call a national convention to draft 
a twentieth century constitution to 
replace our present eighteenth cen¬ 
tury one. The.convention would abol¬ 
ish the penate. vest the entire legis¬ 
lative power In the house of repre¬ 
sentatives. destroy the United States 
supreme court’s usurped power'to de¬ 
clare acts of congress unconstitution¬ 
al, make all judges electhe by the 
people and establiab tl^ Initiative# the

The political mixup, even though 
it does not come out on any of the Unee indi¬ 
cated, is sure to result in masvy really stop¬ 
ping to heas other arguments than the regular 
political spellbinders and press. It means that 
millions who have never given really serious 
thought to the subject, or doubted their leaders, 
or axamined their party history and its leadars, 
will do so. Now we know what that will result 
In. With all their control of the press and news 
sources, the interests have not been able to sup¬ 
press facts like Lorimer, Stevenson, Ballinger, 
the Tennessee Coel ri*id Iron steal, Bailey, White's 
connection with the Jesuit political machine 
and the interests, and so on down the Ifet. Then 
Russell's articles in the msgaxines, and the whole 
"muck-raking" campaign has not failed to have 
Its effect upon very many voters who have hee- 
iiated and listened to the voice of the press of 
the Cen. Otis stamp, which has branded Social¬ 
ism as anarchy. Now that the national Socialist 
convention has made a distinct pronouncement 
on the subject of anarchy, violence, sabotage, 
etc., 'it is an exact parallel to the May 26, 1856 
Bloomington, III., convention speech of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, that cemented and virtually 
brought the Republican party into concrete 
existence. It would be very instructive to So¬ 
cialists to read that speech and consider the 
time and circumstances. McClure's magaxine 
for Septe^nber. 1896, has the fullest report ever 
published of that speech* Let me quote some 
eight or ten lines: 

"I will not say that we may net sooner or 
later be compelled to meet force by force) but 
the time has not yet come, and if we are true to 
ourselves, may never come. Do not mietake that 
the ballot ia stronger than the bullet. There¬ 
fore, let the legions of slavery uec bullets; but 
let us wait patiently till November, and 6re bal¬ 
lots at them in return; and by that peaceful 
policy, 1 believe we can ultimately win." 

It wes this utterance that especially appealed 
to the Quakers, and bound all the free soil ele¬ 
ment into e compact political bodyt and just so 
will this Indianapolis convention of 1512 rally 
a large number of hitherto undecided' voters. 
November election will be the greatest political 
surprise party thst hae ever been pulled off in 
the United States, and the political Jack-in-the- 
Box will bear the label of the international 
Socialist party. 

It's a hard riddle to guess, but whatever the 
guess, the Socialists are not the on^s who are to 
btf surprisedr'except pleasantly.

When Fremont was the first-candidate ot the 
Republican party he polled 1,341,264* votes, 
nearly 100,000 of these were given by Illinois, 
electing General Biseel their candidate for gov¬ 
ernor qf that state. The most conservative 
prosent estimate of the Socialist vote for 1912 
is about that figure, and^.OOO.OOO may be said to 
be about the average estimate (at present) of 
our vote, but five months of vigorous canvass, 
distribution of literaturs and activities such as 
no political movement has ever had in the coun¬ 
try, may make a vary great change. 

Another thing should not be forgotten that 
is suggestive) Fifteen states of the union gave 
Lincoln no electoral vote, and in ten states he 
received NOT A SINGLE POPULAR VOTE, yet 
out of 303 electoral vetee, Lincoln rocetvbd 180. 
Remember, also, that thrrw were three tickets 
in the field against Lincoln, two Democratic, and 
the "Kangaroo ticket" of Bell and Everett, if 
tho political field was mixed Chen, it is now ten 
times more mixed. It would be difficult to 
prophesy what is to happen in the apparent 
fight now on between the Republican political 
machine and the rank and file of the party, but 
those who knew the perfection of order and dis¬ 
cipline in the "Republican machine," who roalite 
the cohesive power of plunder, graft and office 
as exemplifieo In the whitewashing of Lorimer, 
Stevenson, Ballinger, ot al., do notlook for any¬ 
thing also than Taft's nomination, which would 
mean a split in the Republican party. This 
would also mean that "the Interests" would rally 
at Baltimore tjo nominate Harmon, and in the 
•vent of aq Impossibility to agree, to put White 
forward as their "dark horse." 

In either case this would mean a serious 
complication of the Democratic situation, and 
scatter ' many Democratic votes either to the 
Roosevelt split or to the La Fellette faction, or 
should the Roosevelt split shrewdly put La 
Follette on their ticket as Roosevelt's running 
mate,-it would draw many Democratic votes. 
Should White be placed on the Democratic 
ticket, it would mean 2,000,000 Catholic votes, 
now Republican, to be shifted to the Democratic 
fold ae they were for Rooeevelt in 1908, and which 
Taft, in following "Rooeevelt'a policies," has 
strained himself to hold. White's nomination 
(although a Southern man) would (through the 
activities of men like Watson of the Jeffersonian) 
complicate the situation In the South far more 
than the strength of the 2.000,000 Catholic votes, 
and would produce results impossible to foresee.

When (he civ’ll war began in thU country In 
1861. between the North end the South. I was 
a law student In the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor. I was about 20 years old and my 
home wax In oentrol Ohio. A short recital of 
roy experiences about that tJmo mltbt intereat 
my boy and girl readers. 

I was a very poor boy. By hard work 1 had 
accumulated a little aurplua money and decided 
tn go to the university mentioned and berome 
a lawyer. I attended the law school one cold 
winter, then walked all the way home to Ohio 
to go Into the Union army with a dozen or 
more boys I knew. Before the war there were 
about 800 atudenta going to the unlvoraUy 
mentioned. Of this number were two young 
bmthera named James and Henry WUaon. 
reapecUreiy. Their home was to }^flaslasippi 
where they and theic widowed mother owned 
a large plantation and 80 or (H) negro slavea. 
being property willed to’ them by thdr father 
Bi tala death. James, the eldest, was very Im-* 
puioivT. quite Ill-natured and arlatocraUc. Henry 
was of kind dispodtion. We wore members of 
the same dies. yTbey wore rich cloth'.og, bad 
plenty of money and lived at a hotel. My 
dotbee Were all of cotton maUrial. I owned 
no overcoat, and with two other Impectmlous 
students, boarded mysolE I lived the greater 
part of winter on commeal musk and cheap 
molasses and boUed or baked potatoes. We 
bad no aeasonlnp except oalt. -Dn flatordays 
I chopped wood for a fanner near town, and 
took my pay In wood for our store. We three 
students made out of rough pine hoards all our 
furniture. tsMe. chatru, cupboard and bedstead. 
We ourselves manufactured all our bedding. 

1 need hardly to aay that neither furniture nor 
bed clotbihg wonld have taken the first premium 
at the copnty fair. Altogethw we knew the 
Wilson brothers well by aii^t. no oonveraatioD 
ever passed between ua, the •poor youths, and 
tbe very wealthy and pro^ Wilson boys. 
They Ignored us aocieUy and never recognised 
us on tbe street or anywhere 

Tbe war came on. Tbe Wilsons went home 
and Joined the rebri army. We three Ohio 
boys enlisted in the union army.

We find 
however, that the true levellers of the 
Logtish revolution applied a similar 
melhtwl. when they Iiegan to cultivate 
the land owned by the-nobles end did 
not wait for parliaineni to legalize 
theJr action. 

This sort of direct action has navar 
yat raaultcd in grant victorias for 
tha toiling mnaaos, nor has it ever 
iuvn rrjwiricd to very often.

Ths other day, in casurlly peruatnf some es* 
changes, our editorial eye lighted on the follow¬ 
ing undaunted utterance: * 

A man who employs workers for long 
hours at low wages and under insanitary 
conditions it a sweater, and the sooner 
the sweater Is taken by the scruff of the 
neck and thrown into the Hudson river 
the belter, for we have no use for him in 
our Christian civilization. 

This advice does not come from a syndicalist 
or angrehist source, as might be supposed. On 
tha contrary, the extract is quoted from an organ 
of the Catholic church known as Truth. As an 
Inculcation of *'direct action,** it is, how*ever, not 
Inferior to many we have noticed from other 
sources, and it would probably pass as a fairly 
correct sample of ''sabotage*' also. 

However, the difference it that if a sweater 
or a number of sweaters were drowned in accord¬ 
ance with the above advice, neither the Catholic 
church nor the publication in which it appears 
'-vould be or could be held responsible. They 
ore immune, for It is well known that the^ stand 
for “law end order." With the Socialist move¬ 
ment end its publications, however, the case is 
very different. And this leaves entirely out of the 
question the idiocy of tite advice, tho aasumptlon 
that drowning the sweater will abolish or tend 
to abolish the sweatshop. 

It may bo magnificent, like the charge of the 
celebrated Light Brigade, but it isn’t war, and 
war on capitalism is the obiect of the Socialist 


movement—war that will steadily and surely 
vanquish it. The general plan of battle, for the 
present at least, ia worked out, accepted and 
understood by the rank and file. It la winning, 
too, all along tha line, and will not be departed 
from or disarranged to follow the spectacular 
charges of irregular industrial cavalry or the 
petty conflicts inaugurated by groups of skirm¬ 
ishers coming Into contact with the enemy et 
various points along the line. Support wiki be 
given as far as practicable in every such conflict, 
but not of such character as will endanger the 
general plan of attack. 

The vast majority of the rank and file of the 
Soclallat party have indicate^, their opinion and 
attitude in this matter, and will carry out the 
general arrangements, charges of cowardice to 
the contrary notwithstanding. These things 
are k>eside the question, and move them not. 
They have been brought against other Social¬ 
ist movements in other lands, but there has 
been no falling back. To these taunts the Social¬ 
ist movement needs to return no answer, though 
they presumably come from **the bravest of the 
brave." Where, in the opinion of the rank and 
file, *'heroiam" means stupidity and futility, 
the cry of cowardice is heard unmoved. Cowardice 
will neither save nor destroy either capitalism 
or Socialism, for the processes that spell the doom 
of one and the realization of the other do not 
depend upon the personal characteristics or 
quf>lities of individuals In either camp.--N. Y. 
Call.

SQUEAL when DIRECT ACTION is applied to 
themselves. If “direct action" is a weapon worthy 
of commendation on the part of those who claim 
to b4» In the vanguard of the labor movement 
and Is to be used by employes in a struggle with 
employers, then employers sho' Id be blamed but 
little when using “direct action" on those who 
are advocates of such a weapon.

Perhaps not many of my btiy and girl readers 
here s(>en on the Western prairies a “prairie dog 
toWn. ' The prsirlo dog is a rpry interesting 
and (|Ufto intelligent little animal. lie Is tbuut 
ihn size of a aqairret. and makes his houoo in 
tbo ground—not all uo<!er the level surface, but 
partly below and partly above the surface. 
They are oociahk creatures for they live In 
villages or communities and while one family 
occuroi>* one homo, yet groups of them are often 
seen together pi&ytng. When a man appears 
tlioy will every fellow scamper to bis own home, 
and if the “enemy" is not ton close, doggie will 
sit oil the top of hif house and make olvserva- 
lions. If he thinks ho is in danger he will dodge 
Into the door of his den with marvellous rapidity. 
They arc peaceful creatures—not savage like 
iume wild anlmals^but are not ecsily doracsile- 
aied or tamed. the prairie rnuntles become 
settled up the prairie dog. like the buffalo, dls- 
api>ear. Theae little a*jimai>. like many others, 
should teach human being.s (hi value of co¬ 
operation. But few dumb beasts or fowls are 
sciflsh enough to live alone. Wild geese and 
quails sod birds of every sort go in flocks. Even 
wohes hunt in packs or dror‘*»i They each and 
all carefully defend and provide for their young. 
Only man praclic^es selflsh monopul) . and glories 
in a system o( comiM’titlon. in which the crafty 
and strong exploit the weak an^ call it “busi¬ 
ness.”
